HIS building is 700 feet long, 350 feet wide and 

about 90 feet in height with a terrace 60 feet wide 
extending entirely around the building. The terrace 
has a retaining wall 6 feet above ground, with steps 
and balustrade, all of Georgia Marble like the building 
proper. The structure was completed in 1920, and is 
the largest marble building in the United States. 


In the design of the building the architects desired 
to suggest the Fine Arts Building of the World’s 
Columbian Exposition, of 1893.

Be Clark mausoleum is said to be one of the most 
beautiful and costly ever erected in the United 
States. Its base dimensions are 50 x 30 feet. The entire 
exterior including the roof is of White Georgia Marble. 
All the column shafts are monolithic. An unusual 
feature is the roof, which is constructed of interlocking 
slabs of marble. The pediment stones of both front 
and rear are made in single pieces, each requiring a 
solid block of marble 25 x 6 feet, 6 inches x 3 feet, 
6 inches. The sculpture work in the front pediment 
was carved after erection, and is the work of Sherry Fry.

bi ee is a most striking example of the use of Pink 
Georgia Marble for an exterior. The entire struc- 
ture, above the granite base course, is of Pink Georgia 
Marble excepting the lower members of the main 
cornice which are of terra cotta. 


This building gives the impression of pleasing warmth, 
which distinguishes it from the average structure. 


The good results obtained here, are largely due to the 
use of a combination of coarse textured finishes which 
have been found most suitable for this material.

hace the site of William McKinley’s birthplace, at 
Niles, Ohio, there stands a long, low building of 
white marble, imposing in its classic lines and chastely 
pure in its proportions.

OCATED at Broad and Wall Streets, New York, the 
original building was completed in 1903, and the 
23-story annex in 1922, both being of Georgia Marble. 
“The financial and commercial world waits eagerly for 
the news that comes from within these marble walls 
on every business day.” 


The sculpture in the pediment is the work of the 
noted sculptor, J.Q. A. Ward. It is a remarkable fact 
that the great Wall Street explosion, which damaged 
buildings and broke every pane of window glass within 
two blocks of the spot, failed to injure the marble 
sculpture, with its outstretched arms and other pro- 
jecting parts. Soon after the explosion Piccirilli Bros., 
who carved the work, were asked to make a careful 
inspection, and they found the sculpture intact. This 
speaks well for the soundness and durability of the 
Georgia Marble to withstand such a shock, even after 
almost 20 years’ exposure to the action of the weather.
